It is contended by at- 
torneys that the story abont the alleged 
plan to asaaosinate the Captain had no 
ralevaucy in the battery case and should 
not have been admitted. If that posi- 
tion is correct the perjury charge falls 
' There' is likely to bo a legal battlo on 
that point when the case is called, and 
thore is every possibility o! the alleged 
scheme to assassinate the wealthy vine- 
yardiet and mine-owner being gone into 
onco more, with oven more minuteness 
than in the battery case.

Oar Soldier* Will Have a 


Chance to Fight. 


About Half the California Na- 


tional Guard to Enlist as 


Volunteers. 


The ofHcera of the Third Belgrade are 


considerably ezercieed by the bill ilgned 
>y tho President yesterday, calling for 
00,000 volunteers. They bave not re- 
eived tho full test of the call, but it 
waa thought yeoterday tbtt it would be 
obtained last night by Governor Budd 
and General Barrett, who have eatab- 
iehed tniiitary headc-uartere at the Call- 
oruia hotel in San Francisco. 


"It ia bad enoueh to be in suspense as 
o whun we are to be called out, but it 
fl still worse not to know how." said an 
ifticer in speaking to a UKPUHLICAN re- 
mrter last night. 


i<e 100,000 men called for by the 
Bidiinc will be made up by a certain 


quota Jrorn each state in tho Union, ac- 
iOrdinx to the understanding of the 
ocal oflicero. Oaliforoia'e proportion 
would thus be about 2500 men. The 
whole national guard of the state has 
volunteered their ebrvice to tho Presi- 
dent. Governor Badd,lbe commander- 
u-cbief of the national enard, has tele- 
jraphed the aervice of 4600 men. The 
actual number of men, 
however, is 


about 4200. The national icnardsmcn 
will bo given the preference in tbe mat- 
ter of volunteering, as they are drilled, 
and besides it is considered as nothing 
more than a courtesy duo to tbem that 
they should get the preference over 
civilians. 


The question now is as to the mode, 


Only a little more than half cf the fltate 
militia IB required to make op tbe call 
for uieo, according to the apportion- 
ment. The question then ia how the 
2600 men will bo furnished. General 
Mullet and Lieutenant Colonel. Pedlar 
are of tbe opinion that the men will be 
furnished from companies that will go 
BB a whole or as nearly BO aa possible. 
Under the volunteer call, however, tbe 
men cannot be compelled to go into act* 
ive ecrvfce unless they content to it, but 
It is thought that any member of a com- 
pany who should refuse to go with his 
company would bo dropped from the 
roll. 


It is not known BB yet which com- 


panies will be given a chance to volun- 
teer, although it is bolieved that those 
ou tho Third brigade arc more than like 
!y to ba called upon to carve their coun- 
try, if not (it Cuba, at least to protect 


'»cu»st. 
The officers here expreca the opinion 


ttnit tbe California, Washington, OreKon 
and Nevada volunteers will all bit formed 
into one brigade to be known as the PA 
cillc coast brigade. The question as to 
who shall bave command IB likewise 
purely a matter of speculation. The 
President has reserved the right to 
Dome all officers higher than colonel 
and whether a National Guard genera 
or a regular army olTlcer will be given 
command fo not known. 


U is estimated ttiat ont of the 4200 


National Guardsmen about 600 are unfl 
for military duty on account ot physica 
dofocta,
